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After kicking off the Logger Latchkey program 
late in the 2002-03 school year, organizers at Boyne 
Falls School had hoped that by the time the fall of 
2003 rolled around, the numbers of families utiliz- 
ing the program would climb. 

So far, though a few families are taking advan- 
tage of the after-school childcare program, the num- 
bers are, in a word, disappointing. 

“Last year, when we started we opened up with 
low numbers,” said program director and Boyne 
Falls School principal Bill Aten, a fact that was pri- 
marily attributed to parents who by that time in the 
school year had commitments to other caregivers.

The slow enrollment has come as somewhat of a 
surprise, since the program was implemented last 
year after months of planning had turned up what 
the school believed to be adequate interest to sup- 
port the program. After initial queries brought up 
by parents at a schoo) board meeting a couple of 
years ago, school officials surveyed parents in the 
elementary school for two years running in order to 
gauge interest. Those surveys turned up enough in-

- Activities on farms that 
contribute pollution include

buffer strips and a need for 
animal waste management. 
Traditional methods of 
farming have overlooked 
water protection; farms can 
contribute non-point source 
pollution to nearby waters,

our lakes, rivers and ground 
water. 

“The ability to provide 
cost-sharing funds for 
implementation of best 
management practices 
(BMPs) that protect our 
ground and surface waters, 
to producers who struggle 
every day just to continue 
farming is very rewarding,” 
said Kelly Martin, 
Charlevoix Conservation 
District Administrator. 

Farmer Rusty Hart, 
whose farm is located on 
Bennett Creek, a tributary 
to the Jordan River, took 
advantage of the project’s 
cost-share program.

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Plans moving 


forward for trail 
linking Boyne 
City, Charlevoix 


Last week, approximately. 25 residents of Boyne City, 
Charlevoix, and the townships of Evangeline, Bay, Hayes, 
Charlevoix and Wilson met with members of the recently 
formed Boyne City to Charlevoix Trail Committee at the — 
Boyne City Public Library to discuss their wishes regard- 
ing a proposed trail from Boyne City to Charlevoix. 

By consensus, the group expressed approval of a route 


that begins in Boyne City, with the go-ahead given to pur- 


sue funding through TEA-21 enhancement grants (fed- 
eral funds administered by the Michigan Department of 
Transportation), with matching funds solicited from foun- 
dation, cities, townships, and the public. 

Top of Michigan Trails Council vice-president and com- 
mittee member Jerry Corley kicked off the meeting, stat- 
ing that there had been numerous requests for a trail from 
Boyne City to Charlevoix voiced during the planning and 
construction of the Charlevoix to Bay Shore portion of 
the Little Traverse Wheelway. As a result, a committee 
was formed earlier in the year with members from Boyne 
City and the affected townships to determine if such a 
trail was feasible and to select potential routes for such a 
trail. a 

The committee had selected several routes and was 
bringing them to the public of Charlevoix County for in- 
put. According to Corley, the planning commissions of 
Boyne City and the affected townships -- Evangeline, Bay 
and Hayes -- have provided resolutions of support for the 
proposed trail, which, if implemented, would be separated 
from roads for safety. 

According to Charlevoix County planning director 
Larry Sullivan, the first segment of the proposed trail ex- 
tends from Boyne City to Horton Bay, and would run along 
Michigan from the northwest city limits of Boyne City to 
the power line through Young State Park. It would then 
run along the power line until it reached Nelson Road, at 
which point it would parallel] Boyne City Road to Horton 
Bay. The right-of-way along Boyne City Road is 90 feet 
wide, except through Horton Bay and past Undine Cem- 
etery in Hayes Township, allowing the trail to potentially 
be built entirely on road right-of-way. 

In addition, three proposed routes from Horton Bay to 
Charlevoix were presented, two of which would connect 
with the Little Traverse Wheelway at Bay Shore and one 
that would continue along Boyne City Road to just short 
of the intersectibn with US 3t near Charlevoix and con- 
necting with the Little Traverse Wheelway near its west- 
ern end at Waller Road. One of the two routes to Bay 


Shore would follow Pincherry Road to Townline Road 


and then to Bay Shore while the other would follow Horton 
Bay Road to Horton Creek Road to Church Road to 
Pincherry Road and then follow the same route to Bay 
Shore. 

During the following public discussion of the routes 
and the proposed starting point, members of the audience 
expressed their opinion that the preferred route, with one 
exception, was along Boyne City Road all the way to 
Charlevoix. Sullivan noted that Charlevoix County's rec- 
reation plan includes such a trail, meaning that the county 
is willing to support the trail, which falls under the county’s 
agreement to accept maintenance responsibility for non- 
motorized trails. If no easements are required from indi- 
vidual property owners and engineering funding can be 
secured in a timely manner, a grant application could be 
submitted as early as the fall of 2004.
